but thoso nations involved. in 
European continontal affairs, and 
appears to havo originated on- 
tirely with tho fear of Gorman 
aggrossion, ‘hero aro obviously 
othor moans of provonting an- 
othor war with Germany, and to 
introduco ‘a pact of tho nature 
of tho Protocol would; as our

Needless Fears: 


Tho city was agog yostorday 
morning whon it appoarod pos- 
siblo that tho rivor steamor 
Honam, with nearly two hundrod 
American tourists aboard, had 
boon pirated. It is doubtful 
whether tho romainder ‘of tho 
party, who wore in Hongkong, 
foarod such o contingoncy, for 
thoy could havo but little 
knowlodgo of tho tropidation 
which is usually caused horo 
whon o rivor steamer is many 
hours overdue. Tho stories of 
past piracios, evon including ono 
in which a forry-boat was takon 
out of tho harbour by a pirate 
gang, may not havo roachod thoir 
cara. “Bo that as it may, the 
seoond batch of tourists, knowing 
that tho first party was ovarduo, 
did not hesitate to make tho trip 
up to Canton yostorday. As it 
happened, the anxiotios, folt in 
some quartors regarding tho 
Honam party woro nat justifiod, 
for whilst othors wero worrying 
ovor tho fate of tho tourists, those 
lattor woro having quite a happy 
time of it, playing gamos and 
otherwise onjoying - themsclyes 
aboard tho disable vossol. All 
tho same, thoir oxporionce, which 
turnod out so ‘happily, will 
doubtless be aomothing to toll the 
folk about “way back homo.” 


Our Pawnbrokers. 


Tha Kowloon magistrate mado 
a truo remark: whoo, in a case 
which came boforo him yestor- 
day, ho observed that thore would 
bo fowor robberies in Hongkong 
if pawnbrokers took o little moro 
caro whon Chinosa of tho lower 
classes visitod thoir shops for tho 
purpose of pawning valuable 
articles. In tho case undor notico, 
a valuable gold watch was taken 
to tho pawnshop by a moro 
youth, and wo cannot holp think- 
ing that tho pawnbrokor got off 
vory lightly by moroly losing tho 
sum ho had advanced on it. In 
all such cuses, wo should like to 
soo tho pawnbroker chargod and 
heavily punished. It is true, of 
course, that many of tho Colony's 
professional burglars and robbora 
steor cloar of pawnshops, pro- 
forring to take thoir loot furthor 
away from tho Colony and thus 
not running any marked risk of 
boing traced.

Battloships which, it is bolioved 
will bo vory largoly immune from 
rorious damago by aircraft aro 
being built by Groat Britain, says 
an Amorican writer. Theso are 
tho capital ships Nelson ond 
Rodnoy. To say tho now boats 
will mako all oarlior capital fight- 
ing ships obsolete, a8 some ac- 
counts . 1ve it, may bo goinga 
little too far, the U.S. oxports 
agroo, but all admit thoy promise 
completely to modify futuro naval 
conatruction. 

In the Nelson's and tho Rod- 
noy's design, British buildora give 
duo woight to tho value of planes 
apo “naval orm” for uso against 
othors, but in tho samo. design 
thoy prove that they fool ample 
confidonce of thoir ability to 
defend. their surfaco vessole 
against onomy plano attacks. 

Tho Nelson and tho Rodnoy are 
of 35,000 tons cach and oach js 
armod with nine 16-inch guns. 
Tho troaty limits capital ships to 
35,000 tons and guns to 16 inches, 
so tho British havo taken thoir 
full allowance in Loth rospocts 
and in the case of both craft. 


Tho poculior fosturo of tho 
vossols, as U.S. “naval intollig- 
onco” circlos got tho nows, is that 
thoir hoavy armamont is aj] woll 
forward, in throo turrets.

Putting tho matter anothor 
way, that particular cor did woll 
over 50,000 milos without being 
decorbonised, and it was still run- 
ning morrily when sold. Tho car of 
today is hardly grumbiod at if it 
noeds decarbonising at ono-tonth 
of the distance ; and I could name 
youn few which are unpleasant 
to drive after 2,000 milos, unlosa 
thoy are go troated. ‘ 

May wo not seriously allogo o 
retrograde dovelopmont in that 
particular? I think woe may, and 
I quory whether “fashion” is not 
giving tho private. owner othor 
troublos of a kindred nature, 

In regard to the much moro 
froquont need of docarbonisation, 
I know that huge domand 
prohibits the quality of potrol one 
had in those days, And I also 
know that the system of Troasury 
ratinghas imposod high officienoy 
ongines with their corresponding 
tondency to carly carbonisation. 
But I.am_ not for the momont 
concerned with cause or oxcuser 
only facts. - 

A TROUBLESOME DEFECT, 

And tho facts are as atatod.

Are wo not ail 
disposed to take it laying down 
whon there must bo a provantive 
or curo if only people wero mado 
to find it? 

Evory now and thon some sciont- 
ist is announced to have disco- 
vered a “dopo” which when mixod 
with potrol will provont carbon- 
isation.

Ifit is possible to ovorcomo the 
troublo by any chemloal addition 
to the potrol, then ‘surely it' is 
time the potrol companioa began 
to tackle the job. Alternatively,

ROAD TRIALS OF BS.A.

It in woll known tothe majority 
of peoplo that all motor cyclos aro 
sont out for a road tort before 
sold to the public, but in England, 
owing to tho increasing numbor of 
motor vehiclos on tho road, it is 
daily becoming « moro scrious 
problom for the manufacturers to 
find suitable roads, in closo'pro- 
ximity to their works, on which 
to test thoir machines, parti- 
cularly if thoir output ia large.

Co., Ltd. have overcome this diffi- 
culty by laying out a tosting 
ground on the private ground ad- 
joining the works.
